American ground troops slowly 
battered down stubborn Japanese 
opposition on Saipan island in the 
western Pacific, Admiral Nimitz 
announced yesterday a few hours 
after U. S. air~ forces acknowl- 


edged loss of a major airfield in; 


China to the Japanese. 

Tokyo radio claimed imperial 
air forces already were using cap- 
tured Hengyang airfield and had 
cut off the source of supply for 
three other American air bases in 
eastern China. This was a major 
object of the invader’s drive down 
the Hankow-Canton railway. 
Hengyang is the first important 
U. S. airdrome to be lost to the 
Japanese since the early months 
of the war. 

Japan, too, has apparently lost 
the use of another air base. Raid- 
ing carrier planes reported the 
Pagan Island field in the northern 
Armianas islands was a_ wreck. 
Only one serviceable plane was 
seen on the ground. 

HALF OF SAIPAN IN HAND 

Marines and infantrymen on 
Saipan established firm control 
over ‘the southern half of the is- 
land with the occupation of Nafu- 
tan point on the southeastern tip. 
Encircled enemy troops had held 
out there for more than a week. 

Seven miles to the north, small 
but important gains were made 
along the whole battlefront. The 
going was slow against the Japan- 
ese entrenched in caves and ridges 
in the center of the island and in 
war-shattered buildings in Gara- 
pan, the island capitol on the west 
coast. 

The clash of ground forces at 
the center of the front may turn 
into a decisive engagement.

LONDON, Friday, June 30.—() 
Two thousand U, S. warplanes— 
1,000 heavy bombers and an equal 
fighter escort—struck deep into 
Germany yesterday and smashed 
at seven aircraft factories and a 
number of other targets while Al- 
lied fighters and medium bombers 
swarmed over the Normandy bat- 
tlefield in scorching support of 
ground troops. 

Flak and swarms of German 
fighters challenged this mighty air 
fleet and 33 enemy fighters were 
knocked down by the vigilant es- 
cort, while bomber gunners pick- 
ed off three more which fought 
through to the heavies. 

Fifteen U. S. heavy bombers 
and three fighters are missing. 
Eleven other enemy planes were 
shot down over Normandy, and 
four Allied planes were missing 
in that area. 

Methodically the heavyweights 
unloaded with cargoes of destruc- 
tion visually on plane plants of 
Leipzig, Oschersleben, Aschersléb- 
en, Magdeburg, Bernberg and 
Wittenburg, all within a 150-mile 
radius southwest of Berlin, and 
Fallersleben, 40 miles east of Han- 
over.

LONDON, Friday, June 30.—(/) 
More than 111,000.German troops 
have been killed or captured in the 
fighting around Vitebsk and Bo- 
bruisk, the Russians announced to- 
day, as terror and disaster over- 
took the Nazi defenses in White 
Russia for what some Moscow dis- 
patches described as “the greatest 
defeat in history.” 

Bobruisk, last German strong- 
hold on the “fatherland line” in 
the east, fell to the Russians yes- 
terday, and with it was completed 
the liquidation of five encircled 
Nazi infantry divisions. 

FOUR DAYS’ NAZI1 LOSSES 

In this defeat, accomplished in 
two days of terrible fighting by 
the First White Russian army of 
Konstantin K. Rokossovsky, 16,000 
Germans were left dead on the 
battlefield and 18,000 were taken 
prisoner. 

For his triumph Rokossovsky 
has been promoted to a marshal 
of the Saviet Union, it was dis- | 
closed.

behind the lines, as the result of 
Allied attacks on airdromes. 

American Marauders streaked 
through thick clouds over most of 
the Normany fightifig zone and si- 
lenced four of the German coastal 
batteries still holding out on the 
northwest tip of the Cherbourg 
peninsula. Allied fighter-bombers 
ranged over the battle area in 
waves. U. S. Ninth Air Force 
Thunderbolts assaulted Nazi sup- 
ply lines all the way from the Bay 
of Biscay coast to Paris, 

In the past 24 hours of air as- 
sault, the Allies also have rained 
destruction on three oil refineries 
in Romania, four air bases in 
France and Bulgaria, five rail cen- 
ters in France, Germany and Ro- 
mania, and on scores of other mil- 
itary targets. 

KNOCK OUT 20 REFINERIES . 

At least 20 of 22 oil refineries 
attacked by Italy-based Allied 
bombers had been put out of serv- 
ice by mid-June, and Nazi oil re- 
serves “are being used up at a 
faster rate than ever before,” 
headquarters of the Mediterra- 
nean Allied airforce announced. 

The announcement said _ that 
nearly 4,800 planes have dropped 
about 11,000 tons of bombs on 
Nazi oil facilities, including rail- 
yards serving refineries. The pro- 
duction at Ploesti, which has been 
the source of 35 per cent of Ger- 
man supplies, was said to have 
been cut to very low levels. 

The American heavies were pre- 
ceded in the darkness by some 500 
RAF Halifaxes, which carried the 
scourging air campaign against 
German supply lines to within a 
few miles of the prema border. 
They hit railyards the region of 
Metz, near the historic World War 
I battlefield of Verdun. The attack 
cost 20 planes. 

At the same time night-flying 
Mosquito bombers struck stinging 
blows at Saarbrucken, rail center 
attacked Wednesday by American 
heavies, and at an oil plant near 
Essen in the Ruhr valley. No Mos- 
quitos were lost. 

SUPPLIES HARD HIT 

German supplies also received 
a punishing blow from the south 
Wednesday night when Allied 
bombers from the Mediterranean 
air force struck at objectives at the 
Romanian Danube river port of 
Giurgiu. The Allied fliers, in some 
1,200 sorties, lost six planes, and 
23 enemy craft were destroyed. 

German rail factories in north- 
ern France now are so extensive- 
ly disrupted that traffic in many 
sections has been cut to a trickle. 

The Mustang group which 
downed 22 German planes near 
Leipzig also destroyed 16 aircraft 
on the ground and lost one fight- 


er.

Joint Postwar Street Plan 


Agreed Upon

Fulton county and the city of 
Atlanta have reached a “99 per

WASHINGTON, June 29.—(?) 
The “freeze” of restaurant prices 
now in effect in most parts of the 
country will be extended July 31 
to virtually all the nation’s public 
eating and drinking establish- 
ments, the Office of Price Admin- 
istration announced tonight.

Governor Thomas E. Dewey, of New York, Republican nominee 
for the presidency, revealed a good radio voice when he made his 
speech of acceptance on Wednesday night. 

Many of his listeners had not heard the racket-buster speak 
before and to most of them the resonance of his tones and his clear 
diction came as a pleasant surprise, Ee er 

Unfortunately the subject matter of his speech fell far short 
of his delivery in effectiveness. His audience of Republicans in 
the Chicago stadium applauded at the proper places, but it was 
noticeable that all the applause was in response to deliberate 
signal by the speaker. When he paused after a phrase with the 
“how you like that?” inflection, the applause came,*as it was 
bound to come from such an audience. However, even under such 
circumstances, there was a plain lack of spontaneous enthusiasm. 
The expressed confidence in victory for the party under the 
Dewey-Bricker banner had a strangely forced and synthetic sound. 

Perhaps this was due to the startling illogic of some of the 
statements made by the candidate in his acceptance speech. Time 
and again he accused the administration of conditions which 
anyone, with any memory at all of recent events, knows are 
blameable chiefly to the political maneuvering of the Republican 
minority in congress. 

He even tried to place blame for prewar unemployment in 
the United States on the Democratic administration, conveniently 
ignoring the fact that this condition was inherited from the inept 
administration of the Republican Harding. 

He tried to cover his own lack of experience and his sophomoric 
analysis of world affairs, by charging the administration with 
being old, tired and quarrelsome. _ 

Dewey may, as the campaign progresses, develop issues of 
greater vote-getting value than he uncovered in his acceptance 
speech. If he does not, there seems little chance for a Republican 
victory in November. 

As it is, about all we can expect from the coming campaign is 
-the entertainment we may find in the tones of a well-modulated 
voice coming out of our loudspeakers.

Rumor Is Not True 


Let’s talk far a moment about July 4. 
On that day will be held the Democratic 
white primary. 
There have been stories circulated that there . 
will be riots and “trouble” on the Fourth. That is not true, 


No trouble is expected. No riots are anticipated. 

A quiet primary with perhaps the usual small number of drunks 
and disorderly persons arrested is all that responsible perSons, in- 
cluding police, expect. \ 

What, then, is behind all the talk? Let me try a factual, unargu- 
mentative analysis. 

Rumors, spread by gossip, are behind the talk. Lack of informa- 
tion also is responsible, 

Here are the facts. 

The primary to be held on July 4 is a primary election. It is 
not an election in that it actually names rsons to offices. It 
determines, by vote, those men whom the Democratic party will 
support in the elections of November. 

The Democratic party is an organization, a political organization. 

Any group may form a political party. The Prohibitionists have 
done so. The Socialists do so. In times past we have had many 
political parties. Tom Watson was once the head of the very 
vigorous Populist party. 

It is entirely possible, legally, for the red-headed people of the 
state to form a Red-Headed party and to say only red-headed 
persons may vote in its primaries. People with blue tyes might, 
form, quite legally, a Blue-Eyed party. You may laugh, but this’ 
is quite true. . 


WHITE PRIMARY The Democratic party in each state makes 
‘its own rules. They are not all alike. 

In some southern states the Democratic party has a rule that 
only white persons may participate in the party’s primary election. 
This excludes Negroes from the primary in the states having that 
rule. 

Not all southern states have it. Virginia Democrats always have 
allowed Negroes to vote in the Democratic primary. North Carolina 
Democrats have allowed it for a good many years. Tennessee and 
Kentucky Democrats generally permit them to vote in their pri- 
maries. Alabama has long had certain counties which allowed sev- 
eral hundred Negroes to vote in the Democratic primary. This also 
was true in Florida. 

Georgia is one of the states in which the Democratic party does 
not permit them to vote. 

No Negroes will be allowed to vote on July 4. They have been 
so notified by the executive committee of the state. 


The executive committee acted entirely within its legal rights 
in making this ruling. 

The Negroes, then, will not be allowed to participate in the 
primary of July 4. ,

SUPREME COURT Why, then, all the talk? Why has there 

been so much whispering of “trouble” on 
July 4? 


The explanation is this: 

Texas was another state in which the Democratic party had 
rules which said that only white persons might vote in the party’s 
primary. , 

A test was made and the case was heard before the supreme 
court. The lawyers for the Negro who made the test argued that 
since there was no other party in Texas, the Democratic state pri- 
mary was, in effect, the same as a general election, since the nomi- 
nees had no opposition in the general elections. 

It also was argued that the state code (the laws) of Texas 
recognized the Democratic primary as the legal method of choosing 
its state officers. Therefore, the lawyers said, the Negroes of 
Texas who were qualified to vote by reason of education and taxes 
paid, were deprived of their right to vote for the elected officials 
of the state. The supreme court ruled this was improper,. 

It did not rule on the poll tax. It did not deny the right of a 
state to have educational tests. 

The ruling applied only to Texas. 
the same, even though similar. 

In Georgia and other states Negroes have announced that for 
a court test they will ask to vote in the primary because they are 
Democrats in political belief. They know they will be refused. They 
have announced they will leave quietly on refusal, They want no 
trouble. , 

In Columbus, Ga., for instance, the Democratic party officials 
have agreed with the Negro representatives that a designated num- 
ber of Negroes will appear to vote and be refused. This policy will 
be, and can be, followed in smaller cities. It may not be practical 
in large ones. 

There is no reason for violence. We need not have any. Police 
can, by keeping a watchful eye and enforcing the laws about loiter- 
ing in the vicinity of a polling place, keep down any hoodlums who 
might avant to cause disorder. 

That is, in brief, the story. |

The News of D-Day? 


The letter was written on June 4, the Sunday 
before D-Day. The writer was a young Ameri- 
can soldier waiting, on board an American troop- 

| ship, to start that historic journey across the 
channel and onto the beaches of Normandy. 

It was a quiet day, so peaceful and pleasant, he wrote, it was 
difficult to realize a war is going on. He and his comrades knew 
that “it” had arrived. The great event for which they had been 
training so long. And they were ready and confident. Confident 
not so much in their own, individual ability to fight, but because 
each one felt that all the others going over with him constituted 
the finest fighting force the world has ever seen, | 

“I'll be all right,” continued the letter, “because I’m going with 


the finest soldiers in the world.” 
“T am terribly afraid,” he wrote, 


AFRAID? SURELY, YES “So scared I can’t sleep at night. 


Not scared for myself so much. That would probably be the easiest 
way out. But scared I may not do my job as I should and SO Cx: 
pose to unnecessary danger the men ‘depending upon me... . 

A good sort of fear, that. And inevitable. If any man comes 
home from modern warfare and tells you he was not afraid while 
waiting to go into action, you know, without further proof, you are 


talking to a liar.

HE READ A STORY boy tells how he had been made sick 
to the heart by a story he had read in a newspaper, that quiet 
Sunday morning on board the transport, waiting in an English port. 

That story, he says, described -how the people at home, in 
America, were reacting to the expected day of invasion, It said that 
celebrations and parties were planned and that the churches would 
remain open all day, And he didn’t like it. It made him sick. 

“Does it take the death of hundreds of their sons and brothers 
to make the churches open?” he asked, “They should stay open 
all the time, always. Are Americans the kind of people who will 
‘celebrate’ with parties the news that more hundreds of their boys 
are going to die on the battlefield?” 

1 wrote him, trying to explain that impression he had gotten 
and telling him that the attitude of the people at home, in vast 
majority, is pretty swell. 

I didn’t hear of any “celebrations” or “parties” in honor—or 
dishonor—of D-Day. ‘They may have held them, the thoughtless 
morons with money instead of brains, in some parts of the country. 
But I don’t believe there were any in Atlanta. Or Georgia. Or 
anywhere around here. We don’t have that kind of fool among us, 
as a rule. Other kinds of fool, to be sure, but not that particular 
brand. of idiot. 

At least, 1 don’t know of any, if any there are, 


THE OPEN CHURCHES Of course, I agreed with him the 


churches should be open, always. As 
a matter of fact, a large proportion of them are. The church is the 
earthly symbol of God. It is His house. And can you conceive

The special notice given D-Day by the churches of Atlanta con- 
sisted, in most instances, of special prayer services, morning, after- 
noon or evening.

No, I think the D-Day prayer meetings were a very fine out- 
pouring of emotions too long repressed in our own hearts.

Rough Fight 


CHICAGO, June 28.—For the 
benefit of those who may be 
frightened by some parts of the 
platform on which Tom Dewey 
and John Bricker will stomp and 
fetch up dust these next few 
months, it might be explained that 
presidents never do execute their 
platforms entirely but do so se- 
lectively and with political dis- 
crimination. Mr. Dewey, thus will 
be permitted to attend to first 
things first and fulfill smaller, less 
convenient or silly undertakings 
later on, if ever. 


This’ has been President Roose- 
velt’s method through three full 


terms in office and if he could} 


preserve sufficient power to draft 
himself for a fourth term on such 
a record of non-performance and 
repudiation, Mr. Dewey need stand 
in no fear. Charges of insincerity 
would be premature, anyway, and 
if Mr. Roosevelt's friends, includ- 
ing his Communist 
undertake to try Dewey on charges 
of mere intention not to -keep all 
his promises, his hot-eyed patriots 
will run to the lumber room for a 
large store of discarded Demo- 
cratic planks and start a fire to 
burn the opposition down, 


The campaign should be more 
than ordinarily rough because Mr. 
Big, Ickes, Wallace and others 
have always been partial to tom- 
cat rules and they can’t change 
now. 


I have no authority to say that 
any responsible Republican cam- 
paigner has any intention to use 
the knee, the laces or the thumb 
gratuitously, but I think that, aft- 
er the New Dealers have indicated 
how they intend to fight, the Re- 
publicans will do it their way, but 
better. It will be worth remem- 
bering, too, that almost anything 
said in criticism of Mr. Roosevelt 
will be denounced as a dirty at- 
tempt to discredit the presidency 
of the United States. That has 
been heard already, 


Military Row 

Nevertheless, the Pearl Harbor 
disaster and the Roberts report of 
Mr. Roosevelt’s own investigators, 
will be examined loudly in many 
an open meeting. Thus, on election 
day, ‘the President certainly will 
find himself a defendant on 
charges of dereliction and ill-judg- 
ment so disastrous as to ‘warrant 
the removal, if not the dismissal 
without honor, of a military com- 
mander in similar circumstances. 


The CIO will be effectively and 
probably formally abandoned to 
the Roosevelt party as a Commu- 
nist political auxiliary. The Repub- 
licans don’t want the CIO, It has 
had no more place in this conven- 
tion than the Democratic party, 
because it is a section of that 
party. The American Federation 
of Labor, on the other hand, has 
been praising Dewey with faint 
damns and is growing, if not more 
affectionate, then, anyway, less 
hostile. The A. F. of L, is caught 
in a fix. If it supports Roosevelt, 
it supports the CIO which is not 
merely a rival but a deadly enemy 
of the A, F. of L. 


Strike Weapon, 


Governor Bricker undoubtedly 
will sound off on the plan of the 
Communists in Mr. Roosevelt's fol- 
lowing to whipsaw the returned 
American fighting men by little 
strikes in key plants. The plan is 
being talked up in Ohio now. The 
Communists are sneering at “pa- 
triotic foolishness” in the crisis of 
war and looking to a day when 
they will have a free right to call 
strikes for revolutionary purposes. 


They have adopted General 
Spaatz's idea, revealed when the 
American bombers smashed the 
ball-bearing plants in Germany 
and strangled their production of 
planes, submarines and all land 
vehicles which can't move with- 
out bearings. 

If the Communists carry ‘out 
their plan to strike the ball-bearing 
plants the motor industry would 
have to shut down and the section 
of the steel and glass industries, 
too, because the automobile plants 
would then have no use for steel 
or glass. 


Under ‘such conditions the re- 
turned veterans won't be able to 
get jobs or buy new cars or make 
homes and the revolution will be 
here under the auspices of Mr.

CHICAGO, June 29.—It was a t to those 
who heard Governor Thomas E. y deliver 
his acceptance speech at the convention hall here 
last night that the Republicans have picked a : 
different sort of presidential candidate this time from any selected 
by the party in some years. 

Governor Dewey’s most imposing characteristic is his voice. He 
is a little man with a big voice. Because of his short stature and 
youthful appearance, he would be lacking in any positive quality 
of political appeal without the type of voice he has. * 

It is something more than a big voice, it is a cultivated voice, 
almost professional in tone quality. That is to say, he is capable 
of giving it as many different inflections as a finished Shake 
spearean actor, for example. Next to President Roosevelt's, it is 
undoubtedly one of the best political voices in the country. 

By way of contrast, the past four Republican presidential nomi- 
nees were handicapped with speaking voices that were utterly 
lacking in dynamic appeal. Wendell L. Willkie was a big man 
with a big voice, but it was wholly uncultivated. He had a habit 
of slurring over words and omitting syllables in a way that caused 
his speeches to lose something of their force. 

In the same way, former Governor Alf Landon, of Kansas, the 
1936 nominee, was never able to get the twang of the prairies out 
of his vocal apparatus. As a political orator he was a complete flop. 

Former President Hoover, whom Mr, Roosevelt defeated in 1932, 
was and is almost as bad as Landon. He was entirely incapacle 
of delivering anything but a sing-song type of speech, 80 
wooden in character that it left. his listeners cold and 


astic. 

The late President Calvin 
COOLIDGE WORSE even worse than Hoover. Cold, 
and unemotional, his New England accent sounded more like the 
chant of an uninspired ecclesiastic. 

Dewey’s is the most effective voice the Republicans have offered 
in a presidential candidate in many years. To a large extent, it 
is responsible for his getting the nomination. After putting up 
men of lesser oratorical appeal against Mr. Roosevelt for the past 
dozen years, the Republicans, it seems, finally decided to fight fire 
with fire. 

They are hopeful that the Dewey histronics will offset some of 
the advantage the President has held in this respect heretofore. 
Mr. Roosevelt, of course, long having been recognized as having 
one of the most perfect dictions Known to the English-speaking race. 

But whether Dewey’s voice will carry him very far remains to 
be seen, Somehow, it seems just a bit artificial—almost too perfect 
to be real. In listening to him speak you get the idea of watching 
a stage performance—of an actor with a beautiful voice 
lines written by someone else. To put it mildly, it seems slightly 
overcultivated., , 

Much of this may be explained by the fact that the 1944 Re 
publican presidential nominee started out in life to be an opera 
singer. e had a splendid baritone singing voice as\m@ youth that 
caused him to hit upon the stage as a career, To this end he took 
vocal lessons both in Chicago and in New York, which largely 
explains the trained quality of his expression, 


SHORT FOR OPERA He was persuaded to give-up singing 

as a career only after his Chicago 

tutors told him he was too short of stature to ever become a suc- 

cessful opera star. Thereafter Dewey decided to follow the legal 

profession which opened the way for the political heights he has 
now reached, : 
But having discovered something of the fmportance of

speaking voices in the country, is said to have given 
Dewey valuable instruction as a preliminary to his successful cam- 
aign for Governor two years ago. They are neighbors with ad-

Governor Dewey has to say in the campaign. 
qualities may be, he will not be able to sell himself to the voters 


unless he is able to present a’ p am of some substance and con- 
vince the public of his capacity for executing it. 

And because of the slightly overcultivated quality of his tonal 
effects there is always the danger of the public seeing something 
artificial in his speech. He will have to guard against that feeling 
becoming general. It could be fatal to his chances if the public ever 
got the idea, for instance, that he was only a Charley McCarthy 
with a fancy accent. 

Mr. Dewey’s acceptance speech of last night seemed to many of 
us who heard him more effective for its delivery than what he 
said. It was received well enough by the convention, but some- 
how it did not have enough substance to create any wild enthusiasm. 

Perhaps he should not be judged by this initial effort, however, 
since it was limited somewhat and was evidently not designed to 
define too closely the issues of the campaign. It will be more easy 
to judge him by the others that ‘will follow. ;

THE LEAGUE OF WOMEN VOTERS 
Polls Candidates in Senatorial Race 


The two candidates in the only 
statewide race this year express 
their views on major national 
problems in answer to a question- 
naire presented by the League of 
Women Voters. 

The questionnaire listed six dis- 
tinct problems, accompanied by 
several answers for each, with 
candidates choosing answers with 
which they most closely agreed. 
The six points on which candi- 
dates were queried were as fol- 
lows: “Centralization of Govern- 
ment,” “Functions of Members of 
Congress,” “Congress and_ the 
President,” “Government and Pri- 
vate Enterprise,” “Relation to 
Other Countries” and “Foreign and 
Domestic Policy.” Senator George 
restated the questions as quoted 
here and Mr. Goolsby checked the 
questions as stated by the league. 


Both Senator George, the incum- 
bent, and John W. Goolsby, oppos- 
ing candidate, state that they be- 
lieve “the national government 
should have primary responsibil- 
ity for handling those problems 
which are national in scope with 
co-operative arrangements with 
the states or local communities.” 

Senator George states further “I 
do not believe the federal govern- 
ment should usurp the powers be- 
longing to the states and many 
wartime powers should be return- 
ed to the states or to the people 
as soon’ as possible after the end 
of the war.” 

In answer to the question re- 
garding the function of members 
of congress both agree that mem- 
bers of congress should act for the 
whole people. But both added that 
the interests of their own constit- 
uents should be kept in mind. 


CO-OPERATION 


In regard to separation of pow- 
ers of the congress and the Presi- 
dent, both agree that the congress 
and the President must work to- 
gether; that the President can in- 
itiate legislation but the final re- 
sponsibility is with congress. 

As to the relationship of govern- 
ment and private enterprise, Mr. 
George does not express his views 
but calls attention to the fact that 
the special senate committee on 
postwar economic policy and plan- 


ning was created under a resolu-' 


tion offered by him and of which 
he is chairman. 

Mr. Goolsby answered, “A high 
level of employment can only be 
maintained through the co-opera- 
tive efforts of government and 
private enterprise, each having re- 
sponsibility in its own field.” 

The league questioned both can- 
didates as to what policy the 
United States should follow in re- 
lation to other countries. Senator 
George said, “I am firmly con- 
vinced that the great powers now 
waging the war against the Axis 
aggressors must form the nucleus 
of a permanent organization to 
secure peace in the postwar world, 
but provision must be made to 
bring also within the international 
organization all peace-minded peo- 
ples” 

Mr. Goolsby is of the opinion 
that “The United States should use 
its power to bring about an asso- 
ciation of nations.” ‘ 

When asked to what extent they 
believed domestic policies have to 
be decided in relation to interna- 
tional problems, Senator George 
cited the fact that he “carried the 
burden, of the fight in the com- 
mittee and on the senate floor for 
Mr. Hull’s tariff policies as they 
are reflected in the Trade Agree- 
ment Act.” 

Mr. Goolsby agreed that United 
States domestic policies should be 
made in conformity to the foreign 
policy. 

Senator George is chairman of 
the Senate Finance Committee, 
member of Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee and of Special 
Senate Committee on Postwar 
Economic Policy and Planning. 

The record of Senator George’s 


vote on important legislation in 
the congress now in segsion is as 
follows: He voted “yes” on the 
following bills: stabilization bill; 
bill extending life of Commodity 
Credit orporation containing pro- 
hibition against use of subsidies to 
keep down retail price of food; 
overriding presidential vote of 
1944 tax bill; McKellar bill; bill 
extending presidential authority to 
make trade agreements; Connally 
resolution; resolution authorizing 
appropriation for UNRRA. 

Senator George voted “nay” on 
the following bills: Amendment to 
write the “little steel” formula for 
wage increases into stabilization 
bill; Ruml plan; amendment to 
bill extending for a two-year per- 
iod presidential authority to make 
trade agreements. 

Senator George has always sup- 
ported all veterans’ legislation. 

Mr. Goolsby has no public rec- 
ord, but his platform as follows: 
“It is my belief that it is more

Public Dislikes 
New WMC Rules

PRINCETON, N. J., June 29,— 
Although the American public has 
in public opinion surveys during 
the past two years accepted by a 


majority vote the principle of a 
civilian manpower draft, the ma- 
jority today disapprove of the way 
Washington proposes to handle 
the manpower problem under the 
new ruling which goes into effect 
by Saturday, July 1. 

This ruling attempts to relieve 
manpower shortages by regulating 
the employment of new persons 
by firms with more than eight on 
the payroll. 

The present public reaction, as 
determined by a survey of all 
classes and groups of voters from 
}coast to coast, is revealed in the 
responses to this question: 

“After July 1 no employer hir- 
ing more than eight people can 
hire men between 18 and 65 with- 
out getting approval of the United 
States Employment Service. Do 
you approve or disapprove of this 
measure?”

This adverse public reaction re- 
vealed in the above table indi- 
cates that the War Manpower 
Commission has an_ important 
selling job to do on the’ public 
to gain acceptance for the new 
ruling and to avoid difficulty in 
administering it. 

Analysis of the reasons people 
give for disapproving of the meas- 
ure shows that voters feel that 
“business and industry are already 
hamstrung by government regula- 
tion,” that “this regulation mere- 
ly adds to the red tape,” that “this 
just passes the buck to em- 
ployers.” 

In past surveys an important 
element in the public’s .thinking 
has been the vital factor of need. 
Today’s low vote of approval 1s 
also undoubtedly a reflection of 
the public’s reaction to the suc- 
cessful invasion of the continent, 
as well as increasing news of cuts 
or contemplated cuts in war jro- 
duction schedules. 

The War Manpower Commis- 
sion is thus presented with the 
problem of defending its method 
of handling the manpower prob- 
lem and of convincing the public 
as to the present need for its new

Deer Hunting Is Closed 
In Mid-Georgia Counties 


Seeking to build Georgia into one of the nation’s outstanding deer 


hunting grounds, the State 


deer hunting in 75 middle Georgia counties, according 


Charlie Elliott. : 

These counties have never had 
@ natural supply of deer, Elliott 
said yesterday. Conservation 
clubs, with the co-operation of 
the game and fish commission, are 
attempting to stock the section 
now so that deer may eventually 
bé hunted throughout Georgia, 
insead of in just a few north and 
south Georgia counties. 

Deer hunting will be permitted 
from November 10 to January 15 
in extreme south Georgia coun- 
ties, Elliott said. These counties 
lie generally in a slanting line be- 
low Stewart and Webster coun- 
ties in the left of the state and 
Burke county on the east. Above 
this line the season is closed 
indefinitely in all but the follow- 
ing 11 counties: Murray, Fannin, 
Gilmer, Pickens, Dawson, Lump- 
kin, Union, Towns, White, Rabun 
and Habersham. Hunting season 
in these 11 counties has been cut 
from 30 to 15 days—running from 
November 1 through November 15 
—and the hunting limit has been 
reduced to one buck per season 
instead of two. No dogs may be 
used in these counties. 

Elliott said the commission also

has outlawed deer hunting with 
small caliber guns. Rangers found 
many dead deer in the woods last 
year—shot with .22 rifles, which 
were not strong enough to kill 


them outright, but did fatally 
wound the animals. In the future, 
no rifle less than .25-.35 caliber 
may be used, and shotguns must 
use no smaller than the No. 1 
buckshot or single ball. 

With plenty of rabbits in Geor- 
gia, the commission has thrown 
hunting wide open on these ani- 
mals. There will be no closed 
season this year, and no bag limit. 
Last year hunting was restricted 
to November 20-February 28, but 
there was no bag limit. 

Bear hunting season remains 
the same, Nevember : 20-February 
28, except in 18 north Georgia 
counties lying in the Chattahoo- 
chee National Forest. 

Hunting seasons on all other 
birds and animals will remain un- 
changed, Elliott said. 

The commission put the closing 
dates on the last day of February 
instead of including March 1, as 
heretofore.

Add 1-4 of flour 
and beat until smooth and well 
blended. Beat eggs until thicken- 
ed, add to cake mixture and beat 
well, Add nuts. Add 
flour in thirds alternately with 
milk beating well after each addi- 
tion. Add vanilla. Bake in a square 
or round cake pan, in moderate 
oven, 350 degrees one hour and 25 
minutes, Cover top and sides with 
easy fluffy frosting, make outline 
of bell and figures with toothpick 
and fill in these with chocolate or 
tinted icing.

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Tension 
Wears Down 
Career Girl 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


It’s tension, more than hard 
work, that wears the career girl 
to a frazzle. Maybe there is some- 
thing in the startling suggestion 
that if women could prop their 
feet up on the desk occasionally, 
the way men do, they would make 
better executives. The idea is that 
the position is restful and relax- 
ing. Relaxed muscles reflexly re- 
lax the nerves. It’s good advice 
but being ladies, we can’t take 
it. Among other things, we might 
snag our stockings! 

But there is the Achilles’ heel 
for most desk workers—tension! 
When tension ties up muscles and 
nerves, you can’t think. You may 
not even be able to relax in time 
or enough to enjoy your leisure. 
Life gets to be a grind. 

A lot of you white collar girls 
don’t balance your work .with 
play. If you can really play, you 
can break the tension from your 
job. Sedentary workers need the 
fun activities that jog the circula- 
tion, like swimming or dancing or 
any sports. They are figurekeep- 
ers, too. 

To help you get a grip on your- 
self, you may need Swedish mas- 
sage. But if you are going to 
spend your good money for mas- 
sage, don’t rush in and announce 
firmly that you must be on your 
way at a specified time. That 
stops you from relaxing, 

Another antidote to desk work 
is “letting go” exercises. This is 
unlike any other kind. The aim 
is to let go as much as to exercise. 
It really takes the kinks out. 
Stretch to full extension, going up 


on the toes with arms high over- 
head. Then flop over and go com- 
pletely limp, knees sagging, and 
arms dangling toward the floor: 
Try it again and see if you can 
go even limper this time. 

Here is another that is fun and 
relaxing. Stretch both arms and 
high overhead and pull slim 
through the middle, then bend 
sideward—away over—and from 
there, just let go! It gives you 
and your muscles quite a surprise. 
the waist slump sideward, 
knees sag and arms flop—just go 
limp. Now, stretch, bend to the 
opposite side, and flop. Continue 
leisurely for a few times. 

You can swing for a star with 
this one! Stand up and swing one 
arm straight out in front of the 
body, the other straight up in back, 
in a looge-jointed rhythm. This is 
especially relaxing for tense 
shoulders and it gives you a lift. 

If you can fall apart without 
injury, here is the way this little 
session should end: Stand up and 
stretch, arms high up overhead, 
then let go with every muscle and 
fall down in a heap on the floor. 
(Pick a floor with a good thick 
carpet!) Once you get over the 
shock, you'll be quite pleased with 
how relaxed you are. 


Poor posture increases tension 
and fatigue. You might like to 
send for the leaflet, “Posture 
Makes the Figure”—which also 
makes work easier—enclosing, of 
course, a large stamped return en- 
velope, with three cents in coin or 
stamps to cover cost of handling.

Swapping Tips 
By PAUL WARWICK. 

Chicken-wise, Georgia is on the 
way to the top of the roost, but 
still is not ready to stop and preen 
her feathers about her poultry 
progress, in view of resources and 
possibilities yet undeveloped. 

In 1943, for example, the state’s 
gross income from poultry, includ- 
ing eggs, broilers and turkeys, was 
$47,174,000—which isn’t chicken 
feed itself—but the fact remains 
that such a record demanded im- 
portation into Georgia of some- 
thing like 20,000,000 baby chicks. 

These facts, and many others, 
were hatched from _ discussions 
which went on yesterday and will 
continue today among those at- 
tending the meeting at the Ansley 
hotel of the Georgia Baby Chick 
Association, of which T, B. Clark- 
son is president, a group organ- 
ized to support improvement of all 
branches of the poultry industry 
and not confined to “biddies,” as 
the name might imply. 

EXPERTS ON PROGRAM 

Figures on Georgia’s poultry de- 
velopment were supplied in a talk 
by J. C. Bell, head of the poultry 
department of the University of 
Georgia, while other distinguished 
authorities on the program were 
Dr. Morley Jull, head of the poul- 
try department of the University 
of Maryland; Andrew Christie, a 
foremost breeder of New Hamp- 
shire Red chickens from New Eng- 
land, and Homer I. Huntingdon, of 
the Po ultry and Ege National 
Board, 

Bell said that the gross income 
from poultry in Georgia last year 
was more than double what it had 
been in any previous year but that 
Georgia still ranks fourth from 
the national bottom in number of 
eggs per bird and fifth from the 
bottom in average size flocks. 

“However,” he said, “the hatch- 
ery industry in Georgia has devel- 
oped tremendously in the last few 
years. In 1932 the total hatchery 
capacity of the state was 1,739,- 
136 eggs. This increased each year 
until 1943 when the total capacity 
was 5,923,588, and conservative 
estimates raise this figure to bet- 
ter than 7,000,000 for 1944. 
CAPACITY INSUFFICIENT 

“Even with this expansion the 
capacity is still not enough to sup- 
ply the number of chicks that are 
needed in Georgia annually. In 
1943 Georgia had a market for 
approximately 40,000,000 baby 
chicks. The Georgia hatcherymen 
= about half of this num- 

r.” 

Georgia’s showing in broiler 
production is more favorable, the 
speaker said. “Georgia now ranks 
fourth in commercial broiler pro- 
ducing states of the nation, having 
upped this phase of production 
from a total of 400,000 broilers 
produced in 1934 to a total of 16,- 
00,000 in 1943. Only Delaware, 
Virginia and Maryland surpass 
our state in this department of 
production. 

BROILER POSSIBILITIES 

“The broiler industry has devel- 
oped in six or eight counties of 
north Georgia, with Cherokee, 
Forsyth and Hall counties in the 
lead. This north Georgia area is 
particularly suited to raising 
chickens because the farms in gen- 
eral are small and the number of 
acres in cultivation is so small 
that hardly enough cash income 
can be derived from field crops to 
sustain families. Increase of this 
cash income by broiler raising 
calls for no outside labor.” 


Dr. Jull and Christie went into |, 


the more technical aspects of rais- 
ing good baby chick and broiler 
stock and emphasized the impor- 
tance of good blood lines in par- 
ent birds to assure this consumma- 
tion. T. J. Harrold, J. S. Bridges, 
R. M. Durr, J. D. Jewell and H. L. 
Cofer were others who appeared 
on yesterday’s program. Hunting- 
don’s talk today will be on post- 
war planning in the poultry in- 
dustry, while disease control in 
poultry flocks will be discussed by 
Dr. T. B. Clower.
